Famous Antique Train To Be Shown 
In Dallas At State Fair of Texas 


An MQtiqus train reminiscent of the pioneering days of railroading 
mm be 
by tha Santa Fe Railway at the 1957 State Fair of 
Texts, Oct 5-20. 
The famous old Cyras K, Holliday locomotive, a replica of the 
origin*! engine which hauled the first freight and passengers over the 
Santa Fe line in Kansas in 1809, will be brought to Dallas along with 
its two ancient wooden «aches. 
The diminutive locomotive has the famous Mdfamond stack* with 
• brass eagle figurehead gracing tha angina head, a big ofl-bumlng 
headlight, brass fittings and other paraphernalia of the early days of 
railroading. 
Although the locomotive is hut a replica of the original, tha present 
Cyrus K, Holliday ranks as a museum place in its own right Built In 
1880, the old engine was subsequently downgaaded to a switch locomo­ 
tive and finally withdrawn after 60 yean of active service. 
Restored to its original appearance, the train has been used many 
times in movies of tbs old West The engine still operates under Its 
own power. 
With the Cyrus K. Holliday, the State Fair will have on exhibition 
trains spanning nearly 90 ytsxs of rail progress. Tha Texas A Pacific 
Railway Company will exhibit its old retired steam locomotive No. 909 
and one of its crsck modern Texas Eagle streamliners. In addition, 
She Fair's Monorail line, only such system operating in the 17. S., offers 
a sample of yet another type of rail transportation said to hold great 
promise for the future.

It was a wise old tortoise who 
taught the cocksure hare that a 
race can bo won at a slow pace, 
if that pace is steady. This fable 
also applies to weight-worricrs. 
The race toward an ideal weight 
is not won by a spurt or two. 
How the steady pace pays oft 
has been pointed up by Dr. Her­ 
bert Pollack of New York Uni­ 
versity’s Medical School. From 
exercise studies, ho observed that 
walking a mile at a slow gait uses 
up about the same amount of 
energy as walking the same dis­ 
tance at a faster clip. Instead of 
running like a hare, therefore, 
one can plod along like a tor­ 
toise and still bum energy. Even 
w i t h o u t c u t t i n g calories, 10 
Bunds a year can be lost simply 
walking a mile every day. 
When excess fat is recognized 
as stored energy waiting to be 
used, then the value of regular 
physical activity becomes appar­ 
ent. The tortoise way of daily ex­ 
ercise is steady, but not vigorous. 
Applying his method to one’s 


sue* 
daily activities can lead to 
cess in controlling weight. 
Small differences ¡n datlv hab­ 
its add up. Spending one more 
minute a day sitting rather than 
standing, for example, ts enough 
to cause a 10-to 15-pound weight 
gain in as many years even 
though one eats no more food 
than usual. To walk part of the 
way to work instead of riding, to 
climb n flight or two of stairs in­ 
stead of using the elevator—these 
easy, wherover-you-are forms of 
exercise whittle the waistline and 
use stored-up energy. In contrast, 
the underweight individual mav 
want to cut down on these activi 
ties. 
T h e weight -xvorrier with 
pounds to lose will find that the 
“F.at and Grow Slim” plan—to 
eat less and exercise more — is 
paced for him He can achieve 
his desired weight while eating 
the foods he likes and needs each 
day, suoh as: enriched and whole 
grain breads and cereals, meat or 
an alternate, milk, fruits and 
vegetables.

PEANUT STOCKS AND PRO­ 
CESSING—The latest USDA C rop! 
Reporting Board release on Aug. 
23rd showed edible peanut stocks 
on an uncleaned unshellled basis 
at a record high level of 455 m il­ 
lion pounds. This was 16 per cent 
below a m onth earlier but 18 per 
cent above July 31, 1956 levels. 
Total millings for the season are 
16 per cent higher than the first 
first 11 m onths milling of the pre­ 


vious season. 
Virginias millings 
were up 63 per cent. Runners were 
up 12 per sent and Spanish were 
down 18 persent as compared with 
last season. 


Edible 
uses

high, 
through July 31st of the current 
season, reports show th a t shelled 
raw peanuts used in m aking candy 
salted peanuts, peanut butter and 
miscellaneous products am ounted 
to 590 million pounds. 
This is
